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PASSES NEW BILL 
AGAINST ALIENS 


California Assembly Puts 
Limit on Persons Who 


Can Own Land. 0 


JAPS APPEAL TO WILSON. 


Sacramento, Cal., April 15.—An anti-alien 
land ownership bill, designed primarily to 
prevent Japanese from acquiring title to real 
property within the state, but so worded as to 
prohibit any allen from owning land more 
than one year except on a declaration of His 
intention to become &@ citizen, was passed to- 
day by the lower house of the legislature by a 
vote of 60 to 15. 

The measure was drafted by a subcommit- 
tee of the Judiciary committee as a substitute 
for bills previously introduced, all of which 
specifically provided that aliens ineligible 
to citizenship should not hold lands,” The 
committee, however, proceeed on the theory 
that such a statute might be held in violation 
of the treaty rights of Japanese subjects, and 
broadened the measure to include all aliens 
who had not declared their intention of be- 
eoming citizens. 

In order not to embarrass foreign corporar 
tions, the committee did make the corpora- 
tion clause of the bill, section 8, apply only to 
“ aliens not eligible to citizenship.” . - 

‘ Important Sections of Bill.

State’s Attorney Maclay Hoyne directed the 
inquiry, assisted by Michael F. Sullivan and 
Francis E. Hinckley, members of his staff. 
All three are closely allied with the Hearst-

Shortly ‘after the jury assembled at 2:30 
b. m. Mr. Hoyne sent one of his aids to ask 
two reporters, neither of whom had pro- 
fessed to ha ve any knowledge of the machine 
deal, whether they wished to appear before 
the body. .One represented the Record-Her- 
ald and the other THe Trisungz. Both indi- 
cated a willingness to testify, but admitted 
they had no material information to impart. 
They. were not called. 


Stuart First Witness. 

Some time afterward the state's attorney 
emerged from the grand jury room to confer 
with a visitor. He seemed amused at his 
suggestion that the two newspaper men who 
had been assigned to cover the inquiry 
should be asked to take the witness stand. 

William H. Stuart, chief clerk of the elec- 
tion board, was the first witness called. He 
is one of those who waived immunity. Stu- 
art was quéstioned for an hour, members of 
the jury prolonging the examination with a 
series of interrogations, it was stated.

FINANCIAL PRINCIPLES GOVERNING 
MUNICIPAL BOND ISSUES. 

Any. suggestion that taxes used to pay 
intetest on bonds ant to pay the principal on 
bonds should be added to the tax limit im- 
posed by statute is based upon a misconcep- 
tion of the elementary principles of finance. 

Municipal bonds should be issued only 
for permanent improvements. These public 
Raprovements are divided into those which 
are direct money earners and those which 
bring indirect’ benefit to the commu- 
waterworks, power plants, subways, and 
herbors, which, if correctly built and man- 
aged, will pay for themselves without any 
revenue from general taxation. Among the 
latter are such improvements as bridges, 
sewer aystems, parks and boulevards, and 
the widening of streets. Where these ate 
properly projected and administered the re- 
sultant increase in taxable values will pro- 
vide revenue to pay imterest upon and retire 
the bonds. 

We have in this community one extraor- 

dinary public work—the drainage canal 
which ander any kind of decent manage- 
ment will more than pay for its cost, plus 
interest, in addition to the increase in taxable 
values which it has occasioned. 
Only a few permanent structures, such 
as hospitals, courthotses, eity halls, and 
jails, cannot be expected to be revenue 
produrera. 


If public works are to be undertaken with - 
out regard to the sound financial principle 
above mentioned, they will run rapidly from 
necessities to luxuries, to fads and oe ela! 
privileges, undertaken at the expense of the 

taxpayers.

HAVE Nor Hab CHANCE. 
Three Thousand Nonunion Deco- 


rators Now at Work; 5,000 
More Expected. 


A speedy settlement of the present paint- 
ere’ strike is predicted as a result of the an- 
nouncement that a majority of the union 
painters have expressed willingness to have 
a referendum vote on the trouble taken 
either today or tomorrow. Many union mep 
declared yesterday they had been given no 
opportunity to vote on the present strike. 

Meanwhile the employing painters and dec- 
orators have been busy getting nonunion 
help. Men have applied for work from all 
parts of the country. They announce that 
by the end of the week 8,000 will be at work- 
Three thousand nonunion men now are em- 
ployed. They deciare they will conduct no 
more negotiations with the labor leaders and 
wilt deal only with the men direct. 

Police to Investigate. 

An appeal to Mayor Harrison for protec- 
tion against violence threatened members 
of the Painters and Decoé¢rators’ club was 
made by twelve employers.. Chief Me- 
Weeny said he would make a thorough in- 
vestigation of the warnings received by em- 
ployers by mall and telephone. It is believed 
several labor leaders will be summoned by 
the police.
